I would request the |Independent
Redi stricting Comm ssion does add this to the |ist of
meetings that has been currently released. The
Sout hwest Vall ey was not on that list. But on the 26th
it was stated by then Executive Director Enrique Cchoa,
IRC Director, and Conmm ssioner Andrea M nkoff, at the
Avondal e neeting, at which there nore than a hundred
persons that turned out, nore than the average of
between 50 to 80 at other meetings the Conmi ssion has
held. It was a good turnout, | think, due to the ease
of access to the location, | think the quality of the
|l ocation, and the interest that the people in the
Sout hwest Val | ey have about this issue.

We do have different issues than what the
Nort hwest vall ey has versus the Sout hwest valley. And
one of the biggest reasons is we have a very divergent

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I understand that the Mnority Coalition
for Fair Redistricting is also making this request of
you.

I would respectfully request that you
reconsider the list of meetings that you are having and
make an addition for the Southwest Valley at the
Estrella Mountain Conmunity College at some tine in the
near future so we can talk about the redistricting plan.
| believe that's consistent with Prop 106, the US Voting

Mnority Coalition on Fair Redistricting. |'mjoined by

sone of the menbers. There are a whole |ot of others
that couldn't be here.

After reviewning the prelimnary drafts of
Congressional and Legislative maps, the Mnority
Coalition for Fair Redistricting strongly commends the
Arizona | ndependent Redistricting Comm ssion and the
work of their consultants, National Denographics
Cor por ati on.

Section 2 of the Voter Rights Act of 1965
protects voters fromany practice that deprives them of
their right to vote based on race, color, or |anguage
mnority. The Coalition is pleased that minority
popul ati on growt h and recomrended communities of
interest AURs have been taken into consideration.

Wiile it was evident in discussions at
your rneeting yesterday that these maps will nost likely
be changed, we would like to thank you for listening to
our presentations and followi ng the guidelines of the
Voting Rights Act. As a Coalition, we believe we can

support the prelimnaryeCongressional map drafted by the
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NDC, without any major changes. As the Voting Rights
Act supersedes any state |law, we ask that the Conmi ssion
keep both majority-minority Congressional Districts
intact; any vital changes should be made around them

Al t hough nodi ficati ons may be necessary, we have no

qual ns with suing shoul d changes be nmade at the expense
of the minority conmunity.

On Legislative Districts, although we are
still studying the prelimnary Legislative map, at first
gl ance, we believe it largely conplies with the Voting
Rights Act as it takes into account comunities of
interest AURs and the establishment of majority-minority
districts. Wile the map is a good start, adjustnent
requests will be coming fromcomunities in Pima County
and ot her parts of Southern Arizona. Should these
changes be nade, we believe we can support the current
Legislative map. Should all the districts become
reconfigured, we have no reservations with taking this
to court.

We recogni ze that conpetitiveness is an
issue in Proposition 106. However, conpliance with the
Voting Rights Act and adhering to commnities of
interest preempts this state law, this is nade clear in
the wording of the proposition. Any effort to dilute

the mnority districtsoorianythingnel se should split our
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communi ties and we are urgi ng changes be nade outside of
areas covered by this federal mandate.

The chal | enge to the Commi ssion and your
consultants will now be to achi eve conpetitiveness
wi t hout damagi ng our communities. W believe the
prelimnary maps drawn by the consultants could easily
be the basis for any lawsuit. As neither the
Congr essi onal nor Legislative maps are final, the
Coalition is confident that each menmber of the
Conmmi ssion will continue to take our voice under
advi senent .

We're very pleased with the work thus far
and hope to stay an active nenber.

CHAI RMAN LYNN:  Supervisor, I'd like to
remnd you, if you have a witten copy of your renarks,
we' d appreci ate having them

SUPERVI SOR W | cox: There's one m nor
change. |'ll submit it as soon as | nake that.

CHAI RVAN LYNN: | know we're scheduled to
have a presentation fromthe Gla River conmunity. |
don't know that they're present yet. Wthout objection,
I'd like to nove into our next session. W would take
them when and if representatives of the Gla R ver
I ndian Comunity join us, and we'll accommopdate them

since it was a speci al oarrangementnfor themto come to
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this neeting. Wthout objection we'll do that. 1[|'d

al so like point out to the Conmi ssioners you've been
handed this norning a nenorandum the subject of which
is our agenda tomorrow. |1'd also like to state
publicly, for the record, that we are considering
noticing continuation of this nmeeting for Sunday.

Again, that's a precautionary neasure because we need to
do a significant anpbunt of work both today and tonorrow
in order to conplete our task this weekend. Should it
be necessary to finish up on Sunday, we want to be sure
we' ve properly noticed that date as a neeting date.
Consi der we nay be here until Sunday. W need not be if
we get everything done by tonorrow.

Lastly, for those that were not with us
yesterday, | would like to state again that this process
is not unlike a journey cross-country in a car with a
nunber of people. And the phrase often is uttered in
such a long journey "Are we there yet?" and "Wen are we
going to be there?" And this process is not only
I engthy but quite conplex. Those with us yesterday
understand the maps you see on the boards are certainly
not final. They say "draft" and they nmean "draft."

And, in fact, there were certainly sone |ong discussions
yest erday about possible changes to those drafts.

When weharei conpl etedawith this phase of
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our map devel opnment, those maps will be taken around the
state for public comrent. But those maps will not be
finished or final as well. We will not be there yet.

As a result of input fromthat round of public hearings,
as well as further refinements and anal ysis by staff and
Conmi ssioners, there will be additional adjustnents to
those drafts before final adoption by the Conm ssion
sometime in |late Septenmber or early COctober.

Pl ease understand the journey is conpl ex,
goes through a nunber of iterations and changes as we go
forward, and to focus on any one feature, other than to
give us the benefit of your w sdom other than how t hat
feature could be inproved or changed, woul d be
pr emat ur e.

Maps will be final when all features are
in place, all testing is done, and we're confident those
maps are the best we can do and they're then approved
for submi ssion for Department of Justice.

That trip continues. W're still on the
j our ney.

Wth that said, I'd like to offer any
menber of the Commission to nmake a similar statement or
statenment based on things they think you should know.

W'Ill try to make every effort to get back
to areas we can and take requests under advi senent.

I did want to make clear we're trying to
go to other areas within the state to nake sure we've
gotten as much input and coverage of the state during
the public outreach process.

It was a long evening. | think
that nost of the nenbers of the NDC team had two hours
sleep. Chris Hutchison did not. In fact, | don't think

he's had two hours' sleep in the than during the 48
hours. But good work was done. And we are here to
present it this norning.

I"mgoing to call on Chris later to do the
presentation since he has done the bul k of the work.

Let's nove on to the slide.

There's a list of instructions that we
received

These are the itens that we worked on than
during the evening. W think that we have done all of
the things that we were instructed to do. W have a
copy of the transcript and have done our best to
interpret those instructions, but here's, at any rate,
what we worked on. And here, |adies and gentlenen, is
the maj or product of our work

Here is the new pl an.

The initials NDC are beginning to erode
fromthis draft plan and the initials |IRC are begi nni ng
to take form or at least that is our hope

Chris, why don't you speak to the plan and
tell how it has devel oped and why.

ATWOOD REPORTI NG SERVI CE
MR, HUTCHI SON: AYouoobvi ously can't see
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every area of the state. Also, afterward, we can zoom
in and use Maptitude to go in and show t he Conmi ssi oners
any area you w sh.

As you can see, we prepared the Northern
Arizona District according to the Northern Arizona
proposal s showed than during the night. Step one, the
Northern Arizona District, Southeastern central borders
include all of Gla, Gaham and the G eenl ee borders,
di vide Maricopa and divide Fort McDowel |, and Mohave and
east the Verde Valley, unites Verde Valley, Flagstaff,
and Prescott also in the northern district. Yavapai
moves west. Yavapai noves west. Yavapai west, Dewey,
Humbol dt, and Bagdad. 1'll nove back so you can see
that graphically.

Al ong the east there you see the foot of
Yavapai. That's where the Verde Ri ver goes north and
then west, south of Dewey-Hunbol dt and Bagdad. |In terns
of Mbhave, it is north of Lake Havasu and north of the
Col orado River Indian Reservation. 1t does stay south
of Kingman, however, and does not go into Kingman at
all. There is no city split in Mhave there. It's
compl etely contai ned, unincorporated, the |ongest, that
line is.

Goal s established that were net, it is a

ATWOOD REPORTI NG SERVI CE
completely rural CongressionalrDistrict, as was the
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issue driving its creation. It does not reach into
Mari copa County or Pima County. In fact, it even stays
out of suburban areas in Maricopa County. |In southern

Yavapai it unites the tribal areas of Southern Yavapai,
Yavapai, San Carlos, the Wite Muntain Apache,
Hual apai, Havasupai .

The Hopi Nation is another issue in our
thoughts. In the map you saw previously they were
included. However, as we nentioned yesterday, they can
be included or excluded dependi ng on the Conmi ssion's
instruction. |It's just a matter of how far to include
or exclude them from anot her area.

This does unite the Eastern Arizona
communi ties, including the entire Eastern Arizona AUR
all of Gla, Gaham G la, Southern Gaham Gla, south
of Eastern, unites the entire Southern Grand Canyon in
one strip.

You can see graphically, it united nore
than the Grand Canyon area which is hatched on the
screen. And other borders are Census places, cities,
towns, and desi gnated pl aces.

The second instruction we received was to
attenpt to include the area of the University and Tucson
into District G the southwestern district. W were

ATWOOD REPORTI NG SERVI CE
abl e to achieve that.hoYou'll Aseeothe black |ine was the
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draft plan line. And the new line, or anended |i ne,
follows with the shadi ng, the brown shading there, goes
around the University, taking in the University. W did
nothing around the entire area, as can you tell. W did
not take in all the surrounding comunity around
University. 1t was a fair amount of population. W
felt there were some significant questions as to
possibly voting rights concerns if you tried including a
lot nmore significant area than that. But we were able
to achieve it, and the southwestern district is still a
majority Hi spanic district.

Down in Santa Cruz County, to help with
this, we divided it according to the same boundaries as
it was divided in the legislative plan which | realized
we have not addressed yet. |t does track al ong one
Census tract, the eastern part of Santa Cruz county
there, nowin District H and all of Cochise, Eastern
Tucson, and North Eastern Tucson.

It also does unite the I-19 corridor,
still keeps Green Valley to the east rather than the
west .

Hi ghl i ghti ng again.

DR. ADAMS: The University area, it
reflects a lot of citizen input the Comm ssion received

fromthe Tohono areaPandnTucsoniarea. W failed to
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mention before, it reunited Sahuarita, which was divided
along the black line there. | realize we reunited that.
It's one of the few incorporated areas on the nmap.

Green Valley is not incorporated east of Sahuarita.

It"'s reunited to reflect that. |It's reunited to reflect
Padagoni a and other areas to the east.

MR, HUTCHI SON: Changes in District G
H spanic, total population is 51.27 to 50.97, drops
three points of a percent. Voting age drops a little
more than that, roughly. Wat is that, 4.44 percent.
Total minority goes down even nore slightly, six
one- hundredths of a percent. And voting age is little
more than that.

So just to summarize, Hi spanic percentage
and total minority voting age both stay above 50 percent
and change. Elimnate one city split, Sahuarita, the
total county, it splits an additional county. Split six
counties now Split Santa Cruz, Pinma, Pinal, Mhave,
Yavapai, and Maricopa County.

Again, to see the area shifted

District H inpact on that, since noving
things, District Hto D and Gto H, Hispanic goes up
slightly, about three-tenths of a percent. Voting age
is slightly less than that. Total mnority tracts, five

one- hundreds of a percent.x, Arizona
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Here is a map of Yavapai County. You can
see the Gla River cones up from Maricopa right through
here, tracks the Gla River to the Verde Valley.

When working with cities and communities
here, it tracks west along Census tracts beneath
Dewey- Hunmbol dt and west al ong Hunmbol dt, west and is
united south into Maricopa County.

Agai n, Yavapai County, unites Prescott,
Verde Vall ey, Sedona, and the Flagstaff, G and Canyon
areas to the north.

Here's a bl owup of Maricopa County. You
probably couldn't see it very well. | couldn't on the
ot her map.

You can see, you can see, okay, let's
start fromthe west and nove to the east.

The old District A if you remenber, went
all the way up and included Mohave County, canme over to
Northern Coconino to take in the Hopi Reservation, also
included La Paz. In the district line, it was the black
line com ng down and around. Now we were able to do
some fairly significant work in Maricopa. W were able
to conpletely unite Aendale into one district. Before
it was in three. W, instead of having district B,
whi ch used to extend all the way around -- B essentially

just noves east a little,inowAstaysaentirely within the
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City of Phoenix rather than going into dendale. Areas
to the north now are split anmong two different districts
to account for growmh areas not united in one district.
We did receive sone input fromthe Conm ssion on that.

Now, District E and A share grow h areas
in the northern portion of Maricopa.

Anot her significant change, in district D,
the South Mountain area, we received input to renove the
portion of d endale, see what happened when we renove a
portion of dendale, this right here, which totaled, if
I recall, 58,000 persons, roughly, and add in Ahwat ukee
whi ch had been split previously under the draft plan.
I'"d report back Ahwatukee now is conpletely whole within
this district.

I"I'l talk about changes in terns of
percentages in a nonent, but you do, you now no | onger
split Ahwat ukee and you do not have, as M. Huntwork
said, you don't have a sal amander any | onger.

District E now includes Tenpe whol e as
before. Chandler is now split on the plan, is split on
Dobson Road where they requested to be split, if they
needed to be split, and the western portion of Mesa
totals roughly 90,000 people, a little less, alittle
more, they are split into this district. However Mesa,

the renai ning portionsoofi Mesardooconstitute roughly
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300, 000 persons, so they do constitute a fairly
significant percentage of that district to the east.

Continuing with E, it takes in the Arcadi a
area south of Paradise Valley, all of Paradise Valley,
all Scottsdale, all of Cave Creek, and noves east to
Fountain Hills, the unincorporated area of Ri o Verde,
and the uni ncorporated areas of Phoenix to an ideal
district size.

District F, the rest of Mesa, Chandl er,
Sun Lakes, Queen Creek, Sun Lakes, Gold Canyon, Queen
Creek, and the line is State H ghway 79.

And again, this area out here goes into
the northern district. The Salt River and Fort MDowel |
Reservations are included, and then tracks al ong the
Verde River north into Yavapai. Qut here, the northern
portions of Yavapai have changed according to the
Conmi ssion's nodifications. It unites d endale.
District Bis entirely in the City of Phoenix. And
we're going to speak to other issues in a second.

The inpact, speaking to that, it does
combi ne Ahwat ukee, South Muntain, as a Hispanic area.
You can see the inpact of the percentages. It drops
roughly four-and-a-half percent, a little nore, in total
popul ation, drops it to roughly five percent, or close
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unification of the City of Gendale. It does drop the
Hi spanic within the district, the total mnority
percent ages, by about five percent. Again, there, you
can see the map.

These are district registration figures.
| aggregated these this morning. You can see the
asterisk next to district C. ['ll explain that.

District Cincludes Gla County whol e.
The data received, issues in it are noted on the spread
sheet received with registration figures.

G la County only contained identifiers of
Republ i can voters, did not include only voters shown
with registration figures, 10,198 Republicans. The
correct figures, if you |look at the Secretary of State,
I have them | |ooked at the corrected figures, and
there are roughly 16,000 Denocrats, 10,000 Republicans,
not registered. So on the spread sheet, 10,000 voters,
and so on, something which easily factors in as Glais
counted as a whole. W do have the raw nunbers for how
many voters are counted in each category.

I"I'l throw the map back up there.

DR HESLOP: That's the end of the
presentation, M. Chairman, Menbers of the Commi ssion.

COW SSI ONER HUNTWORK:  The question |
asked during the night and wanted to get advice on was
if you just | ooked at the Phoenix Metropolitan area, and
recogni ze that we needed to add .2 from sonewhere, of
the .2 addition, where would the ideal place to add that
be fron? It appears to me that all you have done is
create a Northern Arizona District as directed and then
by default assign whatever was |eft over to western
Phoeni x and adjust accordingly. 1'd like to ask the
question again, if you don't do that, what is your
advi ce regarding the best way to add the Phoeni x area?

DR HESLOP: That can be answered in a
nunber of ways. W are happy with this particul ar
design. These are a very good design. It works very
good in the context of the overall plan. oviously
Phoeni x can be designed in other ways. This is the way
we have it tested in this plan.

MR, HUTCHI SON:  Commi ssioner, |'ll speak
to the specific population figures.

If you recall, | went through a list
yest erday of popul ated areas around the Phoeni x
Metropolitan area. W feel the best method is not to
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Mari copa County needs. |If you see what we've done here,
the Apache Junction, CGold Canyon areas, which worked out
with the Northern Arizona Congressional District in this
case, can be nodified, of course, the point is to comng
up both sides. By splitting it up, you don't have as
much inpact on various areas. |f you took all 125,000
persons from Pinal County, you would have to include
Casa Grande in some formor another.

COW SSI ONER HUNTWORK:  The representative
from Casa Grande | ast night indicated including Casa
Grande woul d not be the worst thing that woul d happen.

CHAI RVAN LYNN: M. Huntwork, if you'd
talk into the mcrophone. W can't hear you.

COW SSI ONER HUNTWORK:  The representative
from Casa Grande indicated being included with Maricopa
County was the |l esser of two evils, as he put it. Wy
not have you put it as a consideration. You indicated
not putting Casa Grande. You are thinking of sonething
I do not know.

MR, HUTCH SON: | believe -- |I'mnot an
attorney.

DR HESLOP: Wy don't | respond to that.

ATWOOD REPORTI NG SERVI CE
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Grande | ast evening made a statenent that | personally
had not heard before. Wat we did have in statements
fromrepresentatives of Casa Grande was the point keep
the plan as it does. That was the primary objective of
Casa G ande.

COW SSI ONER HALL: If you rempbve Casa
Grande, what does it do to the Hispanic AUR? Does it
not affect it significantly?

MR HUTCH SON: We believe it does affect
it significantly.

M5. LEONI: Yes. W believe it would have
an inpact. If you would Iike us to test it, we wll.
It will require invasion of the Gla River Indian
Reservation. That's inportant to the total minority
popul ation of District G

MR, HUTCHI SON: Also a |arge Hispanic
presence in Casa Grande. And it would affect
percent ages, the presence of the Hispanic comunity in
District G

COW SSI ONER HUNTWORK: | understand. Wy
it would require invasion of the Gla River conmunity?
Wiy would it require invasion of Gla R ver comunity?
Wiy not cone down and around?

MS5. LEONI: | was thinking of direct work.

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COWM SSI ONER HUNTWORK:  Yes.
MR, HUTCHI SON: Going south of the Gla

CHAI RVAN LYNN:  Ms. M nkof f.

COW SSI ONER M NKCOFF: | think you've done
an incredible job with the instructions you were given.
I like it better.

CHAI RVAN LYNN:  Into the mke.

COW SSI ONER M NKCFF: My question is the
same question | had yesterday and we didn't have the
answer yesterday. | would like an update on where we
stand now.

Except for the issue of conpetitiveness, |
think a ot of these districts do nake nore sense than
the districts we had yesterday. In ternms of
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registration figures. Wile there have been m nor
changes, there really haven't been dramatic changes, and
we're left with the same types of districts we had
yesterday in terns of party registration with two that
m ght be considered conpetitive and the other six with
very great mpjorities for one party or another. M
question is where do we stand in ternms of the
conmpetitiveness data that you said you didn't have
yesterday, would be forthconming, and are there

adj ustnments that can be nade to these districts to

achi eve nore conpetitiveness w thout sacrificing sone of
the ot her issues we've been dealing with.

M5. LEONI: On the issue of
competitiveness, we have basic data being delivered here
today. W had a satisfactory conference call this
morning. | don't want to pronmise an index by this
afternoon. By tonorrow norning.

Am | accurate on that, Jose?

MR. RIVERA: Yes. The hope is that we can
do a prelimnary of the conpetitiveness analysis within
24 hours and nore detailed once so we can finetune
within a week. The hope is once we get sone el ection
data, Timcan start working on it, our expert can start
working on it, and we can get something to you within 24
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want sonet hing you can | ook at. Hopefully by tomnorrow
morni ng we can get that to you.

COW SSI ONER M NKOFF: W th t hat
information, what | would |ike to suggest is we go
through this, deal with all other coments we have to
deal with, nake adjustments if there are adjustnents the
Conmi ssi oners want to nake, hold off approving the Draft
Congressional map until we have that information, and
see if it can be added to what we have already so that
when we take this out for public comment, we can address
the conpetitiveness in these districts and naybe even
make sone adjustments to nake them nore conpetitive
before we make a draft. 1'd like to propose that.

M5. LEONI: If | can respond to the second
part of your question, you asked if it's possible to
make adjustments. There are several crucial areas of
the state that are getting to a point where | think we
are perhaps in danger of inpairing one of our Hi spanic
AURs. In those areas, adjustments for conpetitiveness
may do further damage. So | do want to point that out
to you.

COW SSI ONER M NKOFF: | understand that.
That still gives us six other districts to nove around.

CHAI RVAN LYNN: Ot her coments?

ATWOOD REPORTI NG SERVI CE
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COW SSI ONER HUNTWORK: | have severa
detail ed conments on this proposal here. First | want
to zero in to the Phoenix Metropolitan area.

First let me say | don't understand why we
woul d combi ne, why we'd take the Hispanic area out of D
and conbi ne Ahwat ukee. That strikes nme as being --
violating a nunmber of our principles. The Ahwatukee
area has much nore in commopn with the southeast valley,
and obviously there's -- the area to the north has nuch
nmore in common with area D. W don't have any
statistics or information which would evaluate the tota
effect of this on conpetitiveness at this tine. And
woul d strongly suggest we reverse that. It would be
interesting to see, but in nmy viewin terns of making
history setting, reflecting communities of interest, it
makes no sense what soever.

The second thing |I really want to focus on
is B. For sone reason, which | still don't understand,
Bis still confined. And we have the opportunity here
to divide the high gromh areas, really, at this point,
anong three other districts. And | think we ought to
t ake advantage of that opportunity. There's no reason
at all why we can't take sone of the popul ation out of
parts of B and trade it for everything that goes up to
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keepi ng popul ations of these districts even over a
period of tine.

COW SSI ONER M NKOFF:  Can | ask a
question relating to M. Huntwork's |ast coment?

Coul d you describe for me the current
northern boundaries of District B?

MR, HUTCHI SON: Let ne put it up on the
map for a second. It will just take one second.

It starts at Al aneda Road, goes east to
44t h Road, north to Al ameda Road, east to Shored Lane,
goes to Happy Valley, up to Happy Valley, foll ows Happy
Val | ey east, tracks up 19th Avenue in the area of Jomax
Road. | believe that's the city boundary. 1In the area
of Jomax Road going to the east, and then it goes down
Cave Creek Road, and east again on Pinnacle Peak, and
that woul d be the northern boundary.

COW SSI ONER M NKOFF:  The eastern
boundary --

MR HUTCHI SON: That's the Scottsdal e
boundary.

COW SSI ONER M NKOFF: It seens to ne,
| ooking at that, there's some growmh that's going to
take place there, too. There's lots of areas without
any streets in them And within the next 10 years I'm
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not have potential in other areas. North Pinnacle Peak
up to the Jonax area, there's lots of devel opnent, lots
of popul ation growth there.

COW SSI ONER HUNTWORK:  Fini sh the tour.

MR HUTCH SON: It follows the Scottsdale
boundary, western Scottsdal e boundary around -- oh,
that's the Census Bureau's river bottom It goes down
to the border, still the border of Scottsdale, and here
it does not track the border of Scottsdale. It follows
Yucca Street, 22nd, Desert Cove, then down 60th to Shea,
foll ows Shea, then south on Tatum then to Mckingbird.
That's all city boundary there. | highlighted the Gty
of Paradise Valley. That's probably the easiest way to
see it. Then down here is where the Arcadia area is
included. 32nd Street going south of Lincoln, the
sout hern border there is Indian School going west. Then
north on 15th Avenue, west on Canel back, a fairly good
distance. | believe that's the city boundary, d endale
city boundary.

COW SSI ONER HALL: Can you zoom back
down, pl ease.

Show ne City of d endale.

COW SSI ONER M NKOFF:  Can you get rid of
the water?

there. Should have two districts that shoul d be | ooked
at a little further there.

CHAI RVAN LYNN:  Ms. M nkof f.

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good point about district D, could add areas | ooking
west, Goodyear, Estrella, that area, even Buckeye, which
does have growt h potential going forward. | don't think
the problemis as serious with District B. Al we're
tal king about is 10 years. And there's a lot of areas
in District Bto fill in. And while 30 years down the
line the growth may not be there, in the next 10 years |
think there will probably be as much growth in the
northern areas of District B. It's in-fill. It wll
devel op before the further north areas that are in A and
B -- A and E devel op.

I don't think it's as much of a concern as
District B.

I understand M. Huntwork's point about
spreadi ng grow h anong as many districts as we can. |
think it's there in district E

If we wanted to add sone to district D, we
have to go west; but also have to see how that affected
some of the other considerations, voting rights
consi derations, and so on, as Ms. Leoni pointed out.
There is growth that will take place to the west of D

COW SSI ONER HUNTWORK: | thi nk Avondal e
is growing rapidly right now There is a lot of growth
potential. Look at that area, and we'll see, | think,
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now. | think that and B are very anal ogous for grow h.

CHAI RVAN LYNN: Dr. Adanms.

DR. ADAMS: Commi ssioner Lynn, nenbers of
the Conmission, I'll deal with this in area D at this
point. W would have concerns about noving further over
and how we woul d conpensate for the mnority popul ation.
If you have some suggestions, we'd be happy to test
t hem

CHAI RMAN LYNN: 1'd like to nake a coupl e.
Instead of specific mcrocoments, Chris, if you zoom
out with the entire map, there are a couple of areas
that in general terms | want to just pose some
questi ons.

Two, in particular, concern ne. | need to
understand fromthe consultants, because all of this is
a matter of conpensating bal ances. There is not an
opportunity to achieve all the things we'd like to
achi eve simultaneously w thout some negative effects on
some parts of the state. Two things concern nme about
this map, although generally it's an interesting
prospect. The first is that the district A on this nmap
unites the west end of the Metropolitan Phoenix area
with the river communities on the Colorado River. And
to suggest that there is conmonality between those two
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congressional districting, because of the size of the
district and the nunber of people that are the target,
that sone | arge expanses of territory as well as
differences in comunity need to be accommodated. It's
of concern, but | don't know that there is a better way
to achieve what we're trying to achi eve and not have
that be the case.

I think we said yesterday there was,
practically speaking, no way to achieve sone of the
things we were tal king about without |inking the Phoenix
area with, we said, Parker; but it may as well have been
any nunber of the small comunities of the Col orado
Ri ver.

The second area that is troubl esonme, based
on continuing testinmony that we've heard, is the area of
Pinal County. And we have taken sone care el sewhere in
the state to avoid a situation where counties are split
nunerous times. There are a nunber of places where
counties have that situation Legislatively and
Congressionally. But Chris, do you have the detail in
Pinal County to look at? Can we get a little closer?

In this configuration, first of all, the
little appendage, if you will, to the south, | fully
understand and personally support. That's Saddl ebrooke.

Wth respect to Phoenix, Chris, if you
zoomin on the Phoenix area, if you go to Phoeni x area.
| share some of M. Huntwork's concern with the southern
portion of E. | think, it's very clear to ne,

Ahwat ukee, as an exanple, and as a conmunity, would be
far better linked eastward than it would around the
mount ai n and westward. But, again, that may be -- that
may be possible, given you mght be able to do some
trading to the east of District D and expand it to the
west on the other end. | know it currently mrrors
Avondal e's corporate limts, but there nay be sone
addi ti onal comunities either -- area unincorporated to
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Avondal e area than Ahwat ukee does with the rest of
District DD 1'd like you to at |east take a | ook at
t hat .
To me, I'mintrigued by the map in a
nunber of ways. | think it does a nunmber -- I'm
pointing out things | think are problematic. | think it

does a number of interesting and positive things in
terns of a nunber of communities of interest, a nunber
of good affinities, maintain conm tnments we naintai ned
with both AURs and the progression to grid areas we
originally set forth.

I"d like you to hook at those, and be
given sone time to review them decide what you nmi ght be
able to do to tweak the maps in that way. And I
understand that you may come back and say it's not
possi bl e wi t hout doi ng harm el sewhere.

COW SSI ONER HUNTWORK: W shoul d switch
sides. To do what you suggest, it doesn't seemthat
hard. |f you put Ahwatukee back where it was, the
H spanic area back at the top of D, you then have to
adj ust the green district on the left.

But you could al so
take it fromD. Then you nove D further north and
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B, which nmake up about 90, 000 people in E. W' ve added
90, 000 people. You have to take themout. You could
simply nove B a little further to the east, add that. |
don't know what happens if you add a portion of B, if
there's a portion of I 17 to add. That m ght nake just

about the right nunber.

CHAI RVAN LYNN: | think there are a nunber
of ways the problem m ght be solved. 1'd like to make
options. | didn't necessarily want to dictate one or
more. | think what 1'd like to acconplish in what |'m
saying, | believe in the comunity of Ahwatukee it has

more affinity to conmunities to the east than around the
mountain and to the west. Having said that, in general
terns, the fact that all of Scottsdale, Paradise Valley,
and Tenpe are contained in a district, that to me makes
sone sense, as well as the east district, as well as,
quite honestly, the Central Phoenix District makes sone
sense, District B, to me, as well. So -- again, |
understand -- | understand your suggestions. | wasn't
necessarily suggesting how to solve the problem

COW SSI ONER HUNTWORK: | understand if we
did that, did that shift, obviously there are some
things | would like to see nyself. | guess |I'm asking
that the consultants take a | ook at that specific

connection, to take that out of A have sone area of the
northern area to equalize popul ati on.

COW SSI ONER ELDER:  Andi, | couldn't hear
what you said about Litchfield Park.

COW SSI ONER M NKOFF: | wouldn't want to
redi vide dendale since we just united them |If you
t ook the Ahwatukee area out of D, that's the area we
shoul d | ook to add, rather than nove north, nove west,
CGoodyear, Litchfield Park. At the neeting at Estrella,
those west valley commnities indicated they did work
together on a lot of things, a |lot of regional issues.
They have simlar issues involving growh, transition
fromagricultural to nore urban devel opnment areas. So |

I share concerns you alluded to,
M. Chairman. | think we need to continue to tweak this
in an effort to accommpdate sone issues the best we can.
I certainly hope for solutions. Meanwhile, | think
points made with respect to the netropolitan area are
very valid. | recomend the consultants cone back with
maybe with two, three options and give us an opportunity
to maybe to | ook at sone of those.

I did want to point out a couple facts
important froma positive standpoint. |In district C
the total Native American percentage of that district is
over 24 percent. | think that is an outstanding job in
combi ning as many Native American tribes as possible.
Furthernmore, | think that that nunber is higher than any

ATWOOD REPORTI NG SERVI CE
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has been proposed. And certainly with respect to the
issue of our conmunities of interest, that that
particular district addresses that -- two of those in a

very powerful way, the interests of Native Anerican and
the interests of rural Arizona.

Wth respect to the other community
interest of Hi spanics, if you look at Districts D and G
again, as was pointed out, the total Hispanic percentage
of Dis over 49 percent and total Hi spanic percentage of
Gis nearly 45 percent. Total minority population of D
is over 67 percent and total mnority population of Gis
over 61 percent.

Again, | think that those are sone
powerful figures in providing an opportunity for those
particular communities of interest, and nost
specifically the Hi spanic population, to have a very
powerful potential for a very powerful voice in Arizona.
Therefore, | would |like to nake a suggestion, having
made those points, M. Chairman, that in essence we, as
a Conmi ssion, table this map and instruct our
consultants to go and bring back some alternatives
pursuant to the recomrendati ons that have been made and
that this Conmmission then utilize our time while that is
occurring in pursuing and noving to the | egislative

Thank you for allowing me to cone before
you and provide general coments with respect to the
Gla Indian Community with respect to this redistricting
exerci se.

I am hopeful you'll give due consideration
to the comunity's position as you continue with

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The community has been taking an ongoi ng
anal ysis of the proposals, and we're | ooking to provide
you with a nmore detail ed proposal as time pernmits and
before very shortly.

The community appl auds the mandates of the
Conmi ssion and appreciates the extrenely difficult task
you are faced with in creating the Congressional and
Legislative Districts that are fair, conpetitive, and
consistent with the principles of the Voting Rights Act.

I would like to, this norning, enphasize a
few of the principles that the community believes the
Conmi ssi on shoul d consider as you nove through this
process.

In aletter provided to you dated August
3rd, the conmmunity enphasi zed uphol di ng the concept of
community interest, the belief in the inportance of
conmbining four Metro tribes in the sane Legislative
District, simlar to the current Legislative District.
Conment s based on the fact that four independent
communities, Fort McDowel|l, Ak-Chin, the Gla River
I ndian Comunity, and the Salt River Gla River Indian
Community, share the same basic cultural, economc,
political health, education, and social ties. Further
the Voting Rights Act insures that any district created

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that keeping the four metro tribes together provides for
keepi ng significant community interest intact.

Wth regard to the nost recent maps, and
with respect to the redistricting, the community
bel i eves the Conmi ssion has made sone progress in the
fact the currently districting proposal incorporates the
Tohono O odham G la River Indian Community, and the
Ak-Chin Indian Conmunity in the same district. |In this
regard, the comunity or the Comm ssion has recogni zed
the comunities of interest in conbining three Indian
communi ti es together.

It is our position that in not including
the other two areas, metro tribes, the Conm ssion wll
fall short in recognizing the distinct interests that
create the rel ati onship between the four netro area
tribes. The community al so believes that a Legislative
District can be drawn that incorporates the four nmetro
tribes while also building upon the current plan
proposed by the Commission. It's clear that the Gla
Ri ver Indian comunity's interest, as defined by
community interests, do not parallel that of the Cty of
Casa Grande. That is to say that a refinenent to the
Conmi ssion's current plan could be nodified slightly
that woul d accept all -- be acceptable to all interests.

Wth regardito thezCongressiona
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Redi stricting, we believe the current proposal by the
Conmi ssion goes a long way in a positive direction in
consi dering communities of interest, combining nost of
all, the Southern Arizona and Indian communities is a
step in the right direction. W applaud the Comm ssion
for the work in that regard.

I would, as | said, ny coments have been
pretty general. The community will provide the
Conmi ssion with a nore detail ed proposal in the com ng
weeks, and it is nmy hope that you will strongly consider
the concepts and recomrendati ons provided to you. And |
believe that we can all work together to come up with a
wor kabl e redistricting that benefits all communities and
the citizens of Arizona.

CHAI RMAN LYNN:  Thank you, M. Narcia,
very much, for being with us.

I would ask as the Gla R ver Indian
communi ti es devel op their plan and suggestions, to the
extent that it is possible, to the extent that there are
like or congruent ideas that you would like to share
with us, that your communication with us speak directly
to the plans that are on the table, that is to say as we
move through this process, we have prelimnary drafts.

try to nove us along as rapidly as we can w t hout
sacrificing reasonabl e discussion or input from

Conmi ssioners, certainly trying to invite the

Conmi ssioners fromtrying to push back too much, have
today be productive, not too long, followed by a | ong
day tonorrow.

If we do not have to nmeet Sunday, have
tomorrow be long, try to nove the agenda al ong as
forward as possible, 1'd ask all of us to keep our
comrents and attendance sharp, nake them as conci se and
conmpl ete as possi bl e.

MR JOHNSON: Menbers of the Comm ssion,
many of the issues we're going to cover on the
Legislative Districts you are now very famliar with, as
a result of discussing through the state. [1'Il try to
cover themfairly quickly. Also it's in the legislative
packet, binder, section four.

Let me start, starting with the Sout hwest
portion of the state, District Q This district, we
followed the instructions to create a Yuma County,
entire Yuma County Legislative District. Yuna County,
of course, was a little short, so we go up into the far
sout hwest ern Maricopa County, | think |ike 4,000 peopl e,

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about 3,900 in this region of the district up to the
Tohono O odham district line, not intoit. This
district is about 49 percent, alnost 50 percent
H spanic. It is 55 percent total mnority. Mst of the

popul ation, as well you might imagine, is centered right
around Yurma. This district had very m nor changes.

The grid, what it did, was add the
Mari copa County portion in order to get total popul ation
equality, to get the total population split by the grid.

W al so | ooked at possibly taking Yuma
County authority into La Paz, but that would greatly
reduce the minority population, drop it below majority.
So we decided pick up small popul ation areas outsi de.

Going to the next district, district Fin
your books, the |abeling systemwe have here appears
fairly random is fairly random Wth this many
districts when drawi ng, essentially what did, we started
where there were specific instructions.

Here, there was no conflict, S district, a
Hi spanic district. 1t was Native American comuniti es.

District that we created, together with the Maricopa
areas, we try to isolate fromrural districts. W're
bl endi ng where it drives this. And everything kind of
drives that.

And geographically, a set of hills or a nountain range
runs through there.

Cochise District, as with congressional
District H is a heavily majority non-Hi spanic white.
And it is unlike H also a nmajority population lives in
rural. It is a blending area, high growh areas. It is
a rural influence district.

The next area we focused on was the Tucson
area. | think I'"'mgoing to need to inport this later.

You have H, which is a majority Hi spanic
district. It gives up a portion fromthe grid district,
gives up portions and goes into Santa Cruz County in
order to keep unified the Tucson District. Some may no
the area well.

Here's Tucson Air Force Base, areas we
were | ooking at earlier today. And this is obviously
entirely within Pima County.

One thing with the configuration of the
districts, as you'll see as we wal k through these,

Hi spani c percentages are just above 50 percent. \Wen
|l ooking at different options, it will be a challenge,
obviously, to do a lot, any major reconfiguration

wi t hout any affect on districts with a major Hi spanic
per cent age.

Let me go over to district I, whichis
also in this area.

District | is, again, just over 50 percent
a Hi spanic. This one is 59 percent total mnority. It
is entirely contained within what we define the Hispanic
AUR. W also attenpted to follow the city borders as

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see Marana gets divided up, really Picture Rocks and
other towns, like this is conpletely outside of it. So
where we could, we followed the city borders while
meeting the other community definitions we have of AURs,
and that is defined by the community.

So this one takes in part of, | believe
it's pronounced Marana, forgive ne if |'m m spronouncing
it, South Tucson, unified that, and portions of Tucson

The next district is J, to the side of
this here. Jis not a Hispanic majority that is
strongly a majority white. Essentially our goal here
was to keep it within the urban Tucson area. The grid
district extended out past Tucson. And we also, this
districts configuration is also an attenpt to stick with
Tucson's cl ear Northeast Sout hwest configuration. The
grid cane in and the result tracks how the grid came in
with both the result of the grid and congressiona
layers with the wong crossing line, as the community
testified, extensively.

So, let ne see, the grid district in this
case included this community to the east. W attenpted
tounify this entirely within Tucson to avoid dividing
up surroundi ng comunities.

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the goal of doing this quickly.

District Eis the district right in here,
primarily centered on the Tohono O odham Reservati on.
It al so goes up, takes in the Gla River, Ak-Chin, and
takes -- this is actually a relatively unpopul ated, no
popul ation here, and it's in our 1-19 AUR, takes in this
area in an attenpt to unite the Tohono O odham
Reservation. Also takes in the Casa G ande here. On
the AUR front, it matches both goals to unify the tribal
reservations, takes into account the Casa G ande AUR and
the 1-19 corridor as your Congressional level. Due to
community input, we've placed Geen Valley on the
eastern side of that AUR

Next district, just wal king through in the
order through that you have in your binders, is district
K. This is in the north Tucson district. Starting to
get up into heavy growth areas of Tucson here. Again,
it's a mgjority non-H spanic white district. And it, in
relation to it's grid district, there was a southern | eg
extended down into Tucson. W' ve nore unified the
district in what would be the hills area of Tucson in an
attenpt to keep it with a conmunity of interest and to
keep our Hispanic community of interest that we've
established in the AURto get it down here.

Thi s doesetake initheaentirety of these
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pl aces and strongly attenpts to respect city borders as
much as possi bl e.

So the next district is district L, which
is right there, and departing the Tucson area. This is
the east Pinal County area.

We had had the goal of keeping Pinal
County together in one Legislative District as much as
possible. W ran into the problemat the Legislative
|l evel the sane as the Congressional level, in this case
tribal reservations playing nore of a factor. In this
district, there are mining communities, the rural
communi ties of Pinal County, high growth areas of
Tucson, high growh areas of Maricopa, both will heavily
influence this district to begin with and fairly soon
dominate it. W do succeed unifying Queen Creek.

Again, the town identified itself as having a nore rural
character than a Phoeni x character, so we do want to, to
the greatest degree possible, keep it with a sinilar
communi ty.

Again, as we went through with the
Congressional District, this isn't areally rural
district. It does have a rural flavor to it.

The next district in the books is B. This
i's Yavapai .

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point the goal to keep united the Legislative Yavapa
District becane key in this area and that drew this next
succeeded drawi ng, united Yavapai County. United
Yavapai. Still population short. Picked up a few

nei ghbori ng uni ncorporated and snall places around
Sedona to bring up that population level. It's fully
rural, as much as Yavapai County is a rural district,
and succeeds in unifying Sedona, as | nentioned. The
only city split included in this is Peoria down on the
county line, split down on the county line, | believe
one person.

W head to CC is our essentially Navajo
reservation district. |t does exclude the Hop
reservation. It also comes down to the small pieces of
the reservation that are noncontiguous but nearby and
works its way over to Flagstaff, conbines Flagstaff with
the reservation.

Qovi ously this decision, what popul ation
is taken in with the reservation, is driven to a | arge
part by the already defined eastern counties and
district. W do have sone changes, choose different
popul ati ons, because the ambunt of popul ati on needed to
drive us either south of Yavapai is really not enough
people to take out Flagstaff. Flagstaff, you have to go

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up being 63 percent Native Anerican and fully outside of
Mari copa, obviously. The only cities towns incorporated
Fl agstaff and Page. Oher nanes you see are the Census

desi gnat ed pl aces.

The next district, sliding over, now we've
configured this area left with the northwest region.
This is a real challenge for us to draw in part because
of our desire to keep these two districts drawn in two
communities. And the way defined, the way citizens
requested they be defined. W had the Hopi that wanted
to keep the Native Anerican reservations together and
shared the district, picked up reservations to the west
as they had requested. Then we ran into this western
issue. We didn't have enough -- we had too much
popul ation to take in all of Mbhave, all of La Paz, so
the decision where to divide themwas a difficult one.

What we ended up doing was going to the
river AUR the Commission defined. |t nakes an
oddl y-shaped district. There is a definite community
that is shared, river shared, an AUR that runs through
the Grand Canyon and al ong the border, some degree of
tourist oriented comunity district, and we have triba
reservations along the river and tribal to the north.
It's nonconpact, one driven in |large part by the
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need, revisit the instruction on these two districts.
The side effect after doing that, you're left with
District D, the inland Mohave LaPaz District. As we've
di scussed at length, it's the Congressional District,
drawing this district, domnated in the west valley

regi ons, Peoria, Surprise, Buckeye, all in here, both
Sun Cities, El Mrage, the Sun City plan did achieve the
goal of the Conmission in keeping EIl Mrage separate
fromthe Sun Cities. W have those two.

To nmove on, District Dis obviously, |ooks
rural. Because of the Maricopa population, it really
isn't.

Wor ki ng Maricopa now, the next district in
the binders is district Y. District Yis really a
Peoria north Aendale district, takes in a simlar
split. Obviously these plans were nmade before we made
the revisions in the last two days. It has a sinmlar
division in Gendale to what we drew in the
Congressional plan originally.

District Y, the majority of the
non- Hi spanic white is drawn, in part, to acconmmdate the
goal to keep the Hispanic conmunity of interest that has
been defined previously in the AUR together.

In terns of cities, just G endal e and just

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As you'll see when we go into detail,
other Maricopa Districts, there is the npst
representation for AURs we've defined in there. It is
going to be sonewhat nore difficult at a Legislative
level to nove districts around than it was at a
Congressional |evel, although we do have some options to
the north.

The next district is district T. This is
the south G endale to the west district. You'll see
Luke Air Force Base out here, comes all the way in al ong
G endale. It does include pieces of Phoenix that
stretch out here where d endal e and Phoeni x' annexati on
arms tend to mix, and dense popul ation areas in here as
wel | .

This also, if you notice the split with
Surprise, we went along and Surprise, the road there is
Bell Road. It was a difficult decision, obviously, in
order to accomodate, keep the Sun Cities together. And
El Mrage, what in district T is 44 percent H spanic, 55
percent total minority district, that Surprise there is
having to be split. The area out here is a couple
annexation arnms from d endal e, mai nly unincorporat ed;
however, there is a significant popul ati on out there.

O her notes on this, oh, adjustnents to
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not include EI Mrage and Luke Air Force Base. But in
response to the testinony we've heard in the various
hearings, and in the goal to keep Phoeni x away from
dividing it fromas many districts as possible, we did
redraw it in this way.

The next district is District P, junmp to
t hat .

This one actually has as many simlarities
that we were discussing as District D today. This
district is Avondal e, Goodyear, Litchfield Park,
Tol | eson, and Phoeni x. Despite the division of the area
out into the west valley, populationw se this district
is based fairly heavily in the east. It does work out
to be just over 50 percent Hi spanic, 60 percent total
mnority, and is another district that is attenpting to
maxi m ze representation for the area of the AUR t hat
we've drawn in this area.

In terns of cities, we split just two
cities in this district, Phoenix, which obviously al nost
has to be split, and also there is a piece of Buckeye
that is incorporated in this district as well.

Go to the next district which is U Junp
there.

Zoomout a little bit.

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District U a non-Hi spanic white district
whose lines in the south are driven by the Hi spanic AUR
And where there was flexibility there we followed to
great est degree possible the AUR Central Phoenix
Hi storical District given the priorities of the
district. Prop 106 followed the AURs, the First Central
Hi storical District, to the greatest extent possible for
the Central Phoenix valley to the greatest degree. It
does not cross the Scottsdale line. You see |-17 in the
west, it goes up to the street borders, Thunderbird Road
and Shea Boul evard and is simlar to what we were
| ooki ng at today.

Next we go to District R

This is primarily the South Muntain
District, shows a little better differentiated. And you
are all very famliar with this area at this point. It
does go to Guadal upe, follows the edge of South
Mountain, works it's way up to a m xed Phoeni x,
uni ncor por at ed areas down here.

This area is 62 percent Hispanic, 79
percent total minority. Obviously it is surrounded on
the north by Hi spanic or total mnority-nmajority
districts. It's limted and can expand without diluting
popul ations or crossing city lines in the east.

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of Phoenix, as well, except for inclusion of the City of
CGuadal upe in the east.

This district was nodified fromthe grid
as were nost districts slightly. W added in Guadal upe
in response to sonme testinony fromthe Coalition for
Fair Redistricting and other community interests. W
al so picked up a couple of additional areas in the
northern part of this district in order to achieve
popul ation equality without splitting city borders.
That brings us to the neighboring District S.

This district is 51 percent Hi spanic, 63
percent total minority, and changes fromthe grid
district that was simlar in this area. W noved it
south out fromwhat was the Arizona Biltnore Country
Club area in order to nmake both a district that
represented a Hispanic AUR better that the Conm ssion
had created.

The other things that it did, in the
sout heast we picked up a little land in order to get to
the city border and use it as a city line rather than a
more random | i ne and brought it into Phoenix nore. W
al so attenpted to respect -- this is both the Scottsdal e
City border and Tenpe Cty borders down here.

District Db as we nove over, this is the
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wor ked out of the Hispanic AUR, we're facing the east
val | ey area around Mesa, Gl bert, and Chandl er.

We started where the southern districts
had come up into this area, attenpted and succeeded in
unifying all Glbert within this district taking in,
this is actually the eastern and southern Mesa, both
some heavily popul ated areas, nostly annexation arms and
uni ncorporated areas. G lbert, as | said, was unified.
Mesa is split in this district.

In changes fromthe grid. The grid split
G lbert, the grid of Chandler. It changed that to unify
Gl bert.

This brings us to District Z Chandler.

It unified Chandler to the greatest percent possible, 88
percent. There is only part, this section here, part of
Ahwat ukee.

What happened when drawing District X we
needed additional population to get to the ideal |evel.
It's penned in, the City of Cuadal upe. They expressed
community interest, and the tribal area, and led us to
pick up a piece of Chandler. This district, as you
m ght inmagine, is a mgjority non-H spanic white.

The next district is X, the district just
referring to -- oh, the colors -- change the colors.

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Going all the way through Mesa woul d be
far too big. This one Ahwatukee region, the little
pi ece of Chandl er, and southern Tenpe, nore or less to
the highway. Respecting the city borders of Tenpe,
Chandl er on the southern side, Tenpe, Chandl er, another
majority non-H spanic white, respected fromthe grid
district to respect a nunber of communities. The grid
district had this conmbined Gla River, or portions of
the Gla River, portions of South Muntain, included
Guadal upe, did not include as rmuch of southern Tenpe.
W attenpted to identify the different communities of
interest in the district, included in the area of Tenpe
and South Mountain area. W attenpted to draw districts
that respected those communities a little nore than the
grid districts.

Next we have AA.

Zoom out so we have a sense of where we
are.

This is one of two overwhel mi ngly Mesa
districts. | should point out one thing on this plan
that we realized. The Census Bureau, and we confirned
with Maricopa County and have done a | ot of other
research to nmake sure this is accurate, msidentified
the Salt River Reservation crossing over into Mesa, the
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| ooks, the reservation is not in Mesa. Only part is
Mesa, only portions, small pieces here, small annexation
arms and small growing arns. It's entirely within the
City of Mesa and does not affect Glbert at all. It's
anot her majority non-H spanic white.

In relation to the grid, we separated out
the tribal reservation, it clearly reflects a community
of interest, on the grid, and conmbi ned the two areas.

BB, conpani on Mesa district, adjusted with
respect to the tribal border. It does have 29 percent
Hi spani ¢ popul ati on, what sonme might terma Hi spanic
influence district, not part of the Hi spanic AUR not
linked to the Hispanic AUR  Again, it changes to this
district as a mnor, respected the tribal border, picked
up a couple blocks in the Sout hwest portion to all ow
uni fication of Chandler Glbert in other districts
near by.

This one is also entirely within the Gty
of Mesa.

The | ast Mesa District is CC, ended up
with the rest of Mesa and nost of Tenpe. You'll see
where the old line is. It takes in Tenpe north from
Sout hern Avenue and then the highway here. It also
includes a portion of Scottsdale. The very far southern
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non- Hi spani ¢ white. Separated out changes fromthe grid
to keep city lines.

Next district, far eastern valley
district.

You'll see -- it incorporates the entirety
of two tribal reservations surrounding the far
eastern -- I'msorry, Maricopa County, and the majority
of Scottsdale is in this district. It also includes the
City of Fountain Hills, another majority non-H spanic
white district.

Changes fromthe grid, changes fromthe
City of Phoenix, with respect to city boundaries, we
dropped those in order to unify the reservation.

Here in Scottsdale, | should note it is
di vi ded, but Scottsdale's population is larger than a
Legislative District; so there is no way to avoid doi ng
t hat .

Now we nove over into north Phoeni x,
District M another majority white district. Very few
adjustrments fromthe grid. The only things we did are
give up small pieces of dendale and Peoria to unify
those pieces, pick up nore pieces of Phoenix than the
grid had done, pick up pieces of New River, Cave Creek,
and Carefree. |'mnot sure where that was. It
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East - West side projects out, to make popul ati on equality
in that area.

This district, 1'd note, is an extrenely
high growh district. W regarded it, as discussed in
the plan, as having shared interest high growh with
this area.

O her than the Gty of Scottsdale AUR and
Yavapai County area here, there is flexibility in how
this area is divided, if that is the Conm ssion's w sh.

Next, District N, Central d endale,
Central Phoenix, which is the corner district here zoom
inahbit.

This district's shape is driven in |large
part to respect the borders of the H spanic AUR and is
driven, drawn, sorry, does regretfully cross into
G endale, very simlar to the grid district as well.
Just m nor adjustnents.

We took a extra little piece here to drop
a small piece down here to inprove the representation of
our Hispanic AUR identified and inprove the unification
of that AUR. This only includes the cities of dendale
and Phoeni x, and both of those are split. Phoenix, as
you well know, has to be split.

District O the Northeastern Phoenix, a
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Nort hern Phoenix, is a high growh suburban district.
Down here, Central Phoenix, the Paradise Valley
District. Again, majority non-H spanic white. It
changes fromthe grid with respect to the Scottsdal e
Cty line and gave up portions of the north Phoenix
area. And we picked up the Altadena Park Lookout
Mountain area to make up for dropping of those two
areas. It is entirely within the Gty of Phoenix. It
does not cross into Paradise Valley nor into Scottsdale.

Last but certainly not |ease, District V,
Central Phoenix. This is a 54 percent Hi spanic
district, alnmost 66 percent total minority district.
Zoomin alittle bit. And it also the entirely within
the City of Phoenix. It respects the City of dendale
city line, and 1-10 and other freeways are fairly marked
on the south, and marking on the east.

That's quick run through of the individual
districts.

W& wel come your responses and
instructions.

DR HESLOP: M. Chairman, Menbers of the
Conmi ssion, | was going to ask Christiana Domnmi nguez to
give you nore detail on the Hi spanic and Native American
details.

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CHAI RMAN LYNN:  Thank you, Dr. Hesl op.

I would like to suggest a format. Pl ease,
this is off the top of ny head. |If you have a better
idea, 1'd be happy to entertain that. Because in this
instance there are 30 inter-rel ated, changes in one
ripple through 30, as opposed to the Congressional maps
we had been dealing with prior to this.

What |'d like to do is deal with one of to
things, either start with general things, the nmap as it
exi sts, general reactions, as opposed to District O or
L, what might need specific attention, and/or go back
through the list, a district at a tine, and take
comrent s about each of the districts, again in general
terns.

I would ask the Commission if there is a
perceived issue or problemwith a district, that we
merely state the problem and ask the consultants to
attenpt to correct the problembut not dictate the
correction. Because once we do that we will have
affected every other district around it and will have
rendered ot her suggestions not possible to correct.
We'll need to look at this in totality, which neans
that -- let's talk about what we find troubl esome or
conversely what we really |ike about the district and
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point of view and provide sufficient time for the
consultants to work those problems through and come back
to us after a recess with suggested corrections.

Does that seem reasonabl e?

Wul d you like to go through it a district
at atine? |'mhearing yes and no and that's useful.

CHAI RVAN LYNN: M. Huntwor k.

COW SSI ONER HUNTWORK:  More with this,
more with this map than others, we talk about the rest
of Arizona, rural areas of Arizona. One section, Tucson
in another, Phoenix in another, it mght make it easier
to keep track.

CHAI RMAN LYNN: I n other words, instead of
each of the 30, cluster them geographically, as you
suggest. Again |'m open.

try to eat the sandwich a bite at a time and accomvpdat e
as best we can as far as the efficiency of the schedul e,
al so.

COW SSI ONER M NKCFF:  That's two ext ended

That one break, if we limt it to
one break, keep it limted to one break for the
consultants, | do think your suggestion means we'll need
to have two extended breaks.

fact one break for Congressional Districts, if in
reality we go through, say, within a short period of
time, here are ideas, | think that's feasible; if that
doesn't appear to be possible, given | can't predict for
the ot her Comm ssioners, only for nmyself, | can go
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on districts. That's certainly a feasible plan.

CHAI RMAN LYNN: Let's give it a go, see if
we can get it done.

H spanic majority mnority Legislative Districts are
there based on the predraft plan are there, if you will?

DR. HESLOP: There are nine Hi spanic and
one Native American.

COW SSI ONER HALL: How many districts are
there that are rural that are unaffected by any urban

COW SSI ONER HALL: Are the three, placed
on the record, are the three part of the nine?

CHAI RVAN LYNN:  All right. If we could,
then, nove through geographically and make coments
relative to that area of the state and the districts
cont ai ned therein.

Does it make some sense to follow the sane
order as was presented?

the AUR process in terms of |egislative processing.

What it did do, it had significant inpact where you then
had to configure surrounding territories in order to
make the entire map work. So | don't know what specific
instruction we can give you about that.

I think it's inmportant we respect AURs.
This was AUR was respected. There were other AURs not
quite so respected.

Ms. M nkoff's comrents in the beginning. |If, that's
what we have as an AUR, that's what the response is of
the people in hearings as expressed in the southern part

CHAI RVAN LYNN: Ot her comments about this
portion of the state?

And -- but neverthel ess, |
have a tendency to want to support naintaining talking
about those to the extent we can. This is certainly the
time | support that.

The first thing that we were asked to do,
first thing discussed by the Commi ssioners, was the
reverse nove of Ahwatukee. We were asked to nove that
territory into District B. And what we have now done is
move it back out. There were several options for the
consequences of such an action. And | want to just talk
to you a little bit about that. W tested, added back
the Hispanic community, a very sinple test. Al you
have to do is go back to the plan we presented to you
and you will see we have about 20,000 persons from
Ahwat ukee in that particular map, so Ahwat ukee was
di vided and then d endal e was al so divided.

W al so tested adding the West Vall ey
cities. The consequence of that, there was insufficient
popul ation to add to that territory in that area. |'l]
show you a slide in just a minute that will show you
that. And then as a result, |I'll also show the diluted
result of the Hispanic community. And then the third
test we did, I'lIl get intothis alittle nmore, adding

ATWOOD REPORTI NG SERVI CE
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sort of North Central Phoenix area, into District B.

And this did strengthen the minority district. It also
facilitates another concern of the Comm ssioners, which
was the possibility of noving District Bto the north to
take in sone of that growth area.

Now here is a map that shows you the
popul ations, that was point two on the slide, a possible
move over to the west. | have little notes. | hope you
can read the nunbers on the map. But as we can see, we
have 3,810 persons in Litchfield Park; 18,911 in
Coodyear; Tolleson, that's 4,974. |If you nove over
Buckeye, 6,537. You are still short if you nove all
Ahwat ukee out, noving 67,000 persons out of area. Still
short even if you go up to Surprise, still short four,
five thousand persons.

So what you are doing, a little pointer
here, now you can see the cities. So you would then
even have to fill in possibly Sun Gty West, Sun City,
those areas, or the one scenario, if you didn't go up as
high as EI Mrage, Surprise, on the border, it's very
difficult to pick up population in that area.

I don't know, Marguerite, if you want to
speak to the effect of that. W'Il wait until there are
questions on that, if that's all right.

So here you see a nmap of the
consequences. You can see that that territory, that the
black line is the line of our previous districts. And
I"mgoing to point to the area that was in our original
map you saw | ast night, that area. A portion of
G endal e which was not restored back to District Dis
still united with the rest of G endale. The territory
that we took into the district is right here and came
out of District B and cane into District D. |'m going
to let Marguerite Leoni tell you the numbers, telling
District D --

M5. LEONI: The iteration of the plan that
we di scussed with you this norning had resulted in a

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AUR. It had brought in comunities that had not been
identified with it. And the result of that was also a
reduction in voting strength froman original 59 noving
up to 60 percent, which was the original proposal, to
about 55. W also confirned that as a result of that,
the voting age popul ation dropped just slightly bel ow 50
percent. This nodification of that brings the district
back up to about 57.2. And once again the voting age
popul ation is over 50 percent.

Moving, as an alternative to taking in the
Sout h Phoeni x area, noving this district to include
territories west, once again brings in largely
di ssimliar neighborhoods but once again results,
because of the nunmbers and the percentages, results in a
great dilution of voting strength in District D. A not
heavily Hi spanic area becomes |less and | ess so as you
move toward the California border.

DR. ADAMS: Thank you, Marguerite.

Ckay. Mwving on. |I'msure that it's in
the Conmi ssioners' minds the possibility of nmoving the
Ahwat ukee area into the Chandler, Msa, and G| bert
area. To do so would cause a ripple effect on District
C, the rural district, and/or possibly District G It

cities. So let's just take a look at that area. And
I"I'l try to point out to you the concerns.

If you move this territory through this
way, you are going to have to sonehow take popul ation
out this way or this way. The popul ation that you woul d
punp out this way into Gis going to cause problens with
G Any ripple effect is going to cause you difficulty,
because you' ve got 76,000 persons noving through here.
The inmpact on C woul d be the possible addition of urban
areas to the rural district, which | knowis a
difficulty and goes agai nst what the Comm ssioners had
hoped to achi eve.

As you can see, we have a boundary up
here. Say we contained it to this area and just rippled
around through this district and back this way, then you
woul d have a very awkward connection of Mesa rippling
around this way into District F. And the problemright
here has to do with basically a rock and a hard pl ace.

You have an | ndian Reservation here that
is part of District Cand is united with other Native
Ameri can popul ations, and you have the Hi spanic AUR
district right here. And, therefore, you are going to
have this corridor.

We did have, though, a lot of testinony

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Scottsdale area. So that is what we have done in this
particul ar map.

Now, there were sone other concerns. And
one of those concerns was the Mhave County connection
with Maricopa County. One alternative to that creates a
U district, basically upside down U, an unbrella. It
woul d take in the rest of Mhave and La Paz into
District C and drop nost of Yavapai County into District
A. | think Chris has described that configuration for
you before. Another alternative is a return to a
nmodi fied draft District C as we presented | ast night.
And so that is another possibility.

I know if you want to revisit that, we
could present that to you. Another possibility, Pinal
County splits, we have Saddl ebrooke, that didn't seemto
be a concern to Conm ssioners, or at |east one
Conmi ssioner. The mining portions east of Queen Valley
is another split. And then the third split is the
Apache Junction split, if I can find my little notes
here.

The m ning portions of -- portions east of
Queen Valley, in fact what I'mgoing to do, | think I
have it up here -- well, here we go. Let's address this
one, and then | want to get -- no, | want to go back to

| ooked at districts without, |I'm suggesting by reason of
the notion, we look at the districts with it, nmake a
decision. |1'mnot suggesting by reason of the notion we
make a deci sion which map goes out for public coment.
I"mnot sure we may or may not be close. W |ooked this
morni ng at what the other one | ooked like. Let's |ook
now at what this one looks like. [In light of the
addi ti onal changes of the Phoenix Metropolitan area, we
have the two, maybe put them side by side, then try to
come to a final conclusion is what I'mtrying to
suggest .

CHAI RVAN LYNN:  On that basis for that
purpose, |1'd certainly support the notion to look at it.

if | understand correctly, because it was the --
essentially the conpensating bal ance for Ahwat ukee.

That raises the question of whether you could enrich G
by com ng down the, on the western side of the valley
and connecting, as there is a reservoir of Hispanic
popul ation currently not being used for -- in that way.
There seenms to ne to be a |l ot of reasons not to do that,

but with G being as fragile and close to the line as you

seemto be suggesting it mght be, | would subnit that
we can't -- we have to consider that possibility.
DR. ADAMS: M. Huntwork, | just want to

be clear. So you are thinking that if we redivided
A endal e and brought that population and rippled it
through District D, is that the suggestion?

COW SSI ONER HUNTWORK:  Yeah.

DR ADAMS: You want to | ook at what that
woul d do or the possibility of moving sone popul ation

The area that
probably woul d be taken out of there is Avondal e or sone
of the extreme southern part of the district, and that's
really the heart of the district, the northern part.

The stretch of d endal e was not.

I think we really need to get sone advice
fromNDC as to whether we need to put nore people into
District G If we don't, |I think that we're really
causing detriment to an AUR that was very strongly
presented and very carefully thought out.

CHAI RMVAN LYNN:  Ms. M nkoff just asked a
question a noment ago that goes to another point that
shoul d be made on that suggestion. M. M nkoff asked
what percentage of the Tucson popul ati on has influenced
that district, if it also had a Phoeni x nei ghborhood and
had a dual urban influence on that AUR  And | don't
think that gets us where we want to be, where we want to
be, either.

Those are some of reasons, Jim it mght
be good and proper for not considering that. But take a
look at it, if you like.

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recogni ze those things and | agree with them On the
other hand, | heard Ms. Leoni say 10 times G was
fragile, haven't tested it conpletely, so on and so
forth.

COW SSI ONER M NKCOFF: | think if there's
a need to change the conposition of District G probably
a better place to look is part of Santa Cruz County,
which we took out of it. That mght work a little bit
better, then we can pull some of the Tucson Metropolitan
Area. There's a lot of flexibility on which parts of
Tucson we'd pull out of Gand put in H If we need to
make any adjustnents froma voting rights standpoint,
that mght be a better way to do it.

DR. ADAMS: Chairman Lynn, Conmi ssioner
M nkof f, Menmbers of Comm ssioner, my recommendation
woul d be certainly to take ook at that, not to make any
moves, however, at this tine, until we have our further
analysis so that we find out just how -- what sort of
solid ground we are on there. W do have a body of
evi dence fromthe Hi spanic Coalition showing a community

HESLOP: Chairman Lynn, you asked a
nunber of questions and asked for a nunber of
experinments or tests to be nade of the Legislative draft
pl an. Doug Johnson's efforts are recorded on the Power
Point that he's going to share with you. You will, of
course, renenber that we haven't had nmuch tine to
devel op responses to your questions.

MR JOHNSON: M. Chairman, Conm ssioners,
we obviously received a | arge nunber of requests in the
earlier session. And so this is an effort to walk
through the different ones and address issues raised and
present to you both significant problens, if there are
any with an issue, how an issue mght be resolved, and

where we're at with creating maps, ncreating resol utions.
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The first question brought up was the
question of putting Ajo with the rest of -- or with
Tucson to unify it with nore of its county. W have
some definite options that we can take with that. Let
me zoomin and show you on the map here. There are only
3,900 people in this whole area, as we tal ked about, |
think about 3,200 in Gl a.

Opti ons here, number one, just pick up
some nore uni ncor por ated people closer in to Phoenix,
put this with the rest of Pinma County. Option two,
these somewhat resol ve thenselves | think when get into
the larger picture issues, would be to create a Yuma, La
Paz Legislative District, given the popul ations of the
two counties, and have La Paz remain divided; however,
we could nove up that way, would be working with the
established river AUR there.

So | just want to take these largely in
the order raised. CQbviously resolution of this wll
depend on the | arger question going on up north, how
that is resolved. W have |ooked at it. Even if we do
end up needing to take suburbs around Phoenix, there's
only 3,900 people of what we're looking for. It would
not significantly alter the character of this district.
It would remain dom nated by Yuna.

In Maricopa, we had a couple of questions.
The first two I'd like to address are in Districts Y and
D, unifying the Westbrook nei ghborhood. Let nme zoomin
on this area. Actually I'll change the col or of
District Y so you see this a little bit better.

One nore tine here.

We | ooked to this and don't see any
significant problens achieving this. Wat woul d happen
is that the Westbrook area of Peoria here would nove
over into the western district, which is District D.
This is already a split of Peoria. Essentially this
split of Peoria could nmove further or allow us with nore
city splits no significant inpact on AURs. Wen we
finish that we'll do that.

The next question raised was the Central
Phoeni x historical area, Districts Rand S. Central
Phoeni x is an area we actually | ooked at a | ot when
drawi ng these |lines because it is one of those difficult
areas where two AURs overlap. The request was to take
more of this population in District R and perhaps
instead of a |leg going up here make nore of a straight
across dividing line.

We | ooked at this issue. The problemthat

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uni fication of the historical AUR however, the
character of District Sis actually affected
considerably. District Sis a borderline majority

Hi spanic district, and we drop well bel ow 50 percent

H spanic for that to occur. The reason for that is that
the character of the communities right in this region
are sinply different fromthis region, and it would
alter S's overall character significantly. So we'd
recomend not doi ng that because of concerns about

di vidi ng those comunities and naxim zing representation
for the Hispanic AUR, regretfully, at the expense of the
Central Phoenix Historical.

COW SSI ONER ELDER:  Coul d you show me
where the break between Sun City and Ris in this
scenari 0?

MR, JOHNSON: The conputer does well when
doi ng eight districts, not so well when there is 30.

CHAI RVAN LYNN:  Ms. M nkof f.

COW SSI ONER M NKOFF: | have a question
about that. |If you put those areas into District S, you
have to take sonething out of District S.

In here we do have a couple of thousand in
these three blocks right through here and somewhat of
the popul ati on down here, not nearly enough to get
equality with the areas we're tal ki ng about noving on

It was
kind of fun nmaking this slide. Very simlar to what
Dr. Adanms was tal king about earlier, the Congressional
front, involving a few nore districts. And we al so, MU
and S, Mis here, O U and S. The discussion was the
east-west nature of these districts as they' re drawn,
how in this comunity, the nore comunity of interest
tends to be on the north-south access. S as | just
described is a very touchy district sinmlar to Gin the
Congressional plan. But for M O and U, we can
certainly do that. W don't anticipate any inpact on
| ocal conmmunities.

COW SSI ONER M NKCOFF: I f splitting those,
changi ng the configuration, the two to really | ook at
are Oand U If you start trying to split M you know,
it covers such a large area and it's already got sort of
a north-south configuration, it's going to becone a
couple awfully I ong skinny |ooking districts. O and U,
it makes sense to explore them

CHAI RVAN LYNN: M. Huntwork

COW SSI ONER HUNTWORK: | nentioned this
earlier. | was also talking about S, partly because of
the reason Andi has been focusing on. By taking out
that historic area it then causes S to becone pretty
elongated. But really, if you nanage to consolidate
that less, and it's nore vertical as well, and it may
drive sonme of the other changes.

The di scussion was, instruction was to | ook to putting
Guadal upe with Tenpe, if necessary, and maybe a small
edge of Scottsdale.

The snall edge
of Scottsdale is probably an acceptable option. W did
anal ysis of nunbers here. 61,000 people are currently
included in CC, 61,000 Scottsdale residents. W have to
find a place for 54,000 to go north fromthat. This is
not to say that cannot be done. Certainly it can be
done. What will be the inpact of this? Go to the nmap.
It is a larger issue. W're talking about CC down here,
whi ch currently consists of north Tenpe, south
Scottsdal e, and Mesa. People in Scottsdale go north,
given we've discussed S, they can't go north w thout
altering S. They hope to preserve the city borders they
do preserve. They do have various options and we
discuss in nore detail exactly what the inpact is.

Fol | owi ng our discussions -- no, wait.
But foll owi ng our discussions conming up later in the
presentation, what is going in Yavapai, the edges here,
the eastern edges, as you know well, will inpact the
edge of Phoeni x here.

I want to say we can certainly do this.

Running the nunbers,
we're essentially |ooking at the population located in
the area around the eastern edge and down, not going
very south, around Vail and right along the southern
border of Tucson here. What | came up with fromthose
nunbers is there are 16,000 people in Tanque Verde and
about 10, 000 people in the other unincorporated areas
around there. Works out to about 15 percent of District
G is what we mght consider the Tucson i mmedi ate
metropolitan area. An argument m ght be made the Tucson
metropolitan area is growing further and further.
That's the area imediately in the vicinity of these
towns. We're looking at options of how to reconfigure
this district. The first and npbst obvious one is to
unify the Santa Cruz County within District Gand to
drop the 25,000 people that are in the nore Tucson
metropolitan area. This is a very appealing option
because we al ways enj oy reduci ng the number of county
splits in this plan. |t does have one concern, the |-19

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Val | ey, given we've already divided partially G een
Valley, it's not a huge concern. W're not dividing
somet hi ng not previously divided. The only concern it
raises is 9,000 nore people here than there are right
around Tucson. W could go further out, take a very
smal | piece of Pima County into this district, which
actually is a pretty good option; however, it wll
impact a larger question as well.

rai ses a problemfor the adjacent district which |
believe is District E. If you pull out the western
Santa Cruz county, you change the conposition of that
district.

MR JOHNSON: That's a concern.

E, wi thout having Santa Cruz, a portion of the Hispanic,
that's a mpjority Legislative District right now
Wthout Santa Cruz in there and picking up other areas
adj acent in there, | don't think it would be, anynore.

MR, JOHNSON: The other two options that
we consi dered would be nore of a northern nove, could be
done in two ways. One, this is a larger issue I'll get
into in the Eastern Arizona Counties area. |If the

I should point out District Gis not what
we consider up here a rural district, even in this
configuration. It is part of Tucson, and this area is
al so somewhat urban.

So that is an option, of course, we can
l ook at to bring up nmore into Pinal County and take in
these communities. O if the decision is probably
el sewhere to divide the Eastern Arizona Counties, pick
up the area down here.

It's not something |I'm |l ooking for any
direction at this point until we |look nore at the |arger
i ssue.

Tucson area into a Tucson district. And let me show you
what we're going to do here. This is south of 1-10
here. Again, this is one we seek a little clarification
fromthe Conmm ssion on, because we have two different
communities south of 1-10 here, one south of 1-10 at the
Y, the other is the region here. This can be swapped
fairly easily and brought out. This region, as you
di scussed, is sensitive in character, a borderline
majority-mnority, due to the arns here are not very
compact, if significant comunities here could justify.

I was wondering if the Comm ssion could provide
addi ti onal instruction on which nei ghborhoods.

COW SSI ONER ELDER: Last question or was
it which?

MR JOHNSON: O was it the area south of
the 10 and 10, 19, Y, or were you nore interested in the
area south of the 10 down near the area south of the
district?

Essentially this area we can do without
too much trouble.

This area ends up significantly inpacting

It's fine. W don't -- if you have
addi tional direction at this point, or cone back at
later point, too, if you like.
CHAI RVAN LYNN: M. Elder.
COW SSI ONER ELDER: Wl 1, initially what

we are trying to do is get an urbani zed area, thinking
it has considerably nore inpact to the southeast than it
is. | thought there was |like 40, 50 thousand there, as
opposed to 14 thousand plus the 10. Corona de Tucson is
an extrene growth area. And it's new housing, probably
non-Hi spanic if we | ooked at the nunbers there, as well
as area over by Vail and eastern Tucson.

If we trade any area at all, that could
dilute Hispanic area. It is also in a growmh area where
it relates nore to Tucson than it relates to rural areas
around there.

That | ower yellow area south and west of
the 1-10 has just been annexed into the Gty of Tucson,
and | believe in that boundary. So within the Gty of
Tucson there there's |ike 15 people, nmaybe nore than
that, it seems like 28 square niles, and al nbst no
people to vote for the annexation. So it could go any
direction and not affect us one way or another.

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get alittle nore definition of the community on this
i ssue.

So now in terms of nore big picture
i ssues, the Pinal County question, this was actually a
heavy focus of the tinme during the break there. And
they were really to -- | nmean the main interest is in
uni fying Pinal County, at |least up to the Apache
Junction area. One of the suggestions, a good one was
to look at the Casa Grande Legislative plan or
Legislative proposal. And this is the border of the
Legislative District proposed by the Casa G ande group.
The issues that we encountered with this district
primarily inmpact Legislative District E which, in the
draft proposed plan is the Tohono O odham
majority-mnority Gla River District.

What happens when you unify the majority
of Pinal County which a division of the Gla River and
Casa Grande area fromthe Tohono O odham and the border
communi ti es? Again, we have two AURs really overl appi ng
each other and presenting us with these difficult
deci sions? The concern that we have with the Casa
Grande proposal is that it would divide those
communi ties. Both of them would have some Hi spanic and
total minority percentage, but neither would be a

ATWOOD REPORTI NG SERVI CE
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nonmgjority-mnority districts. And that raises
significant concerns for us given the division of the
H spanic AUR that we have there.

The other ideas we took to unifying this
area essentially all run into the same problem The
Casa Grande, Gla River areas are so key to E,
mai ntai ning E and the area the Commi ssion defined as a
difficult question. The only way to unify Pinal in a
significant way is to divide the AUR we defined in the
district E

So even if we change the Apache Junction
nature of this AUR, take it out as discussed, Pinal

County as a whole is 29 percent nminority. Obviously

there is significant population outside the AUR W're

unable to cone up with a scenario we'd be confortable
recomendi ng to the Conmi ssion.

If the Conm ssion so chooses, we can
certainly recomend somet hing along that |ine.

COW SSI ONER HUNTWORK: | seemto recall
that the original proposal excluded the Gla R ver
I ndian comunity. Are you sure that it was included?

It was included.

MR. JOHNSON: This is the only proposal

MR, JOHNSON:  You woul d still be | osing
the significant Hi spanic popul ation of Casa G ande, and
this district, district E, being so borderline inits
character, it would drop below a majority-mnority
district. It would be a much nore minority influenced
district than if you took all of it out. It would still
drop bel ow t hat percentage.

CHAI RVAN LYNN:  Ms. M nkof f.

COW SSI ONER M NKOFF:  Nobody ever said
this was going to be easy.

MR JOHNSON: That's for sure.

COW SSI ONER M NKOFF:  But the problem
that | see with the districts as they are currently
drawn is nore in district L than it is in district E
District Lis really a nightmare. You have a
significant portion of the Phoenix Metropolitan area.

You have a significantoportionrofothe Tucson
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metropolitan area. It is the only district with both
metropolitan areas. And then you have the snal

communi ties of eastern Pinal County trapped between two
metropolitan areas and really kind of left out in the
cold. And so when | suggested you go back and | ook at
the Pinal County AUR. It was really out of concern as
to what district L does to the three conmunities.
Because it |eaves the part that is part of the Phoenix
Metropolitan area vying with the Tucson area, |eaves
Tucson vying with Phoeni x, and | eaves the rural part of
Pinal County with no one to speak to them

So | really think that that district L
should not stand as it is currently drawn.

I"m | ooking for some guidance as to ways
we can change that so that -- it's not good for any of
the comunities. It just creates problens for the three
communi ties, doesn't work for any of the three
communities in the district. That's ny concern. Trying
to go back to the Casa Grande AUR doesn't do it. There
has got to be some other way that doesn't create a
district that |I don't think works for anybody in the
entire district.

CHAI RVAN LYNN: | want to reinforce that
comrent in its entirety and indicate that even if it

should be made 1'd defer to our southern contingent on
the Commission for those. | think we need to rel ook at
all districts is the only way. |If we say what we nove
out of Eto put into L, what do we put into E to make
that work? Then -- I'mnot sure that's the way to do
it. This portion of the state, naybe the way to do it
is to partially start over. | can't see anything we can
do with these existing districts that's not going to
cause a nightmare in Pinal County.

COW SSI ONER HALL: Is -- what is the

COW SSI ONER HALL: Make G
majority-mnority by com ng further west along the
border. | think that would address that issue. Then E
is obviously going to have to go further north, likely
i ncorporate sonme nore of Metropolitan Phoenix, just
specul ati ng here, which then | believe | eaves nore room
for Pinal, more wiggle roomw th Pinal to accomopdate
somet hing that may nore closely reflect maybe even what
Casa Grande proposed, or sonething to that effect.

It's my opinion that the combination of
Pi nal ought to come from Casa Grande and work to the
eastern portion of Pinal and then come west. And if

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nmost urban portion of Pinal, it would be tied to the
urban portion of the valley and connecting the nore
outlying areas of Pinal.

I"mjust sinmply throwing out an idea. And
I think as M. Huntwork indicated, there are other
suggestions that have sone conmponents that may correl ate
with that, with some of those suggestions.

But our goal, as | understand it, is to
have sufficient majority-mnority representation, and
maybe shifting that to the southeast and then allow the
flexibility of what you currently call E, would address
the Pinal problemso they're not, if you will, in a box,
and still |leave other additional AURs intact. And naybe
that would be a solution.

MR. JOHNSON: We can definitely | ook at
that, see where it takes us.

COW SSI ONER HALL: What | said, does that
make any sense to you, Doug?

MR. JOHNSON: It does. Conceptually it's
a very appeal i ng proposal .

The concern, not having |ooked at it in
specifics, is it would almost definitely require
splitting Cochise County between the border, just
because Cochise is also not a magjority-mnority

had anot her conponent to it, the river comunity
component. |If those have to go up to the Phoenix Metro
community at all, they should all stay south and, in ny
opi nion, stay south as a unit.

G ven the maps we saw this norning and the conflict of
interest that are represented by those maps, it is very
difficult to keep Yavapai intact. W're still needing
to find an area for this population to go into. One
option that we will definitely | ook at very seriously
when we have nore tine to draw lines is Navajo with the
Arizona strip district. | think there's definite appeal
to such a district. That will not answer all of our
questions in that it will solve what do we do with areas
up here. W still have this section of area in play and
the renmai nder of Yavapai. Another approach we woul d

M English
teacher in high school would shudder to hear nme say it
that way, contiguousness; however, it is critical to
renmenber that the Hopis' isolation inside the Navajo
Reservation surrounded by a population 10 times its size
is aresult of federal, so-called, nanagement of Native
peoples it little understood over a hundred years ago.

The Hopis represent a highly disparate
community of interest fromthe Navajo. They cannot
renedy their geography. But they can strive for a
political voice free fromthe much larger historic

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greatly significant relative to district popul ation
nunbers. Their urgent need is significant. Their
access to the political process in both our Nation's and
our State's Capitols rests with you.

They respectfully request this access be
supported over a geographic trip of history on a people
who have |lived on the nesas of the Col orado Pl ateau for
over 1,000 years.

Thank you.

CHAI RMAN LYNN:  Thank you, Ms. Hancock.

After 106 was passed, some of us got
toget her and we viewed, voted for the passage 106. W

And | would like to, in addition to
thanking the Commission, |'d like to address a few
matters now relative to the Legislative District
proposed for inclusion in the Navajo Nation. 1'd like
to address provisions of the '93 plan, bench mark plan,
|l ast legally enforceable plan.

The nunbers for the Native Anericans

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within that district when in Phoenix with the 2000
Census nunbers. As well, 1'd like to address the
nunbers contained within the proposed Legislative C
taking both those matters. 1'd like to address the EACO

proposal, and I'd also |like to address the Navaj o- Hopi
i ssue.

The Navajo Nation is concerned with the
nunbers contai ned within proposed Legislative District C
as related to the nunbers contained in current District
Three when it feeds with 2000 Census nunbers as
indicated in your consultant, National Denographics
Corporation's, report on page five. The Legislative
District bench mark plan is the 1993 plan. That's the
legally enforceable plan at this point. On page eight
of the July 25th, 2001, report, National Denographics
Corporation indicates that the only sinple mgjority
district, which is, affects Native Anmericans, is
Legislative District Three. Wen it feeds with 2000
Census data, 75 percent, Census data, Native American
data, of that 75 percent, 75 percent of that Native
Ameri can popul ation is voting age.

I"d like you to contrast that with the
proposed District C which is on the draft nmap, which was
first made public on the 9th. Legislative District C

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a Native American popul ati on of 63.41 percent. O that,
there is only a voting age popul ati on of Native
Americans of 57 percent. That is a drop of roughly 12
percent in the net Native American popul ation and a drop
of 13.5 percent in voting age popul ati on.

| believe, and we certainly have counsel
who advi se in Executive Session, that may provide you
with a difficulty both in terms of Section Five
precl earance as well as a Section Two matter relating to
Voting Rights Act.

I"mgoing to recomrend that the Commi ssion
give that consideration in Executive Session.

As well, the proposal for the Legislative
District Cwuld include the Gty of Flagstaff. The
City of Flagstaff is not currently contained within
Legislative District Three and may be one of the reasons
for the drop in the Native American popul ation. The
inclusion of Flagstaff is not supported by the Navajo
Nation. And | believe if you refer to at |east the
docunentation provided by the Fl agstaff Chanber of
Conmerce, not the City of Flagstaff, but President of
the Chanber of Conmerce, Dave Marr, that the Cty of
Fl agstaff did not request alignment with the Navajo
Nation but rather with comunities which they felt have

a comon interest, Sedona,xWIliams, Verde Valley.
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| don't believe that --

As well, the Navajo Nation is concerned
with configuration of the proposed Legislative District
C, because we believe that that configuration will pit
Native American voting strength agai nst H spanic voting
strength. | don't want to tal k about incumbents or
where it's from W believe it will involve a net |oss
in mnority representation at the state Legislative
| evel .

Wth regards to the Eastern Arizona
Counties Organization, we understand that it's been
stated here that one of the driving forces in the
devel opnent of the Legislative District proposal was the
inclusion of all five counties in the Eastern Arizona
Counties organization within a single Legislative
District. W're not talking about a single county, not
Apache County, not independent portions of Navajo or
Apache, or rather non-Navajo portions, because the
recommendati on would be to include both Wite Muntain
and San Carl os Apache | and bases within a single
Legislative District as enconpassed by the EACO
proposal .

There may be a certain degree of
inaccuracy with regards to the position of the Wite

Mount ai n Apache tribehrel ativertoothis matter. | do
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note that there is, | believe, within the record of the
Conmission a July 5th letter fromthe Wiite Muntain
Apache Chairman, M. Dallas Massey, which indicates
support for the EACO proposal. | believe that's true.
However, as indicated by the Wiite Muntain Apache's
attorney, M. Baker Fosterfield (phonetic), at the
public hearing in Hon-Dah, and as reported in the NDC
report of July 25th, 2001, on page 25, there is also a
resol ution of the White Muntain Apache Tribal Council,
the governing Council the White Muntain Apache Tri be,
whi ch indicates the desire of the Wite Muntain Apache
Tribe to be aligned in a Legislative District with the
Navaj o Nation as well as contained within the

suppl emental materials provided by the Navajo Nation.

Commi ssioners, it is the wishes of the San
Carl os Apache Tribe, as expressed not by Tribal Council
resolution but by their Vice Chairman, it is also the
desire to be aligned in a Legislative District with the
Navaj o Nati on.

I understand that there are very strong
desires expressed by the Eastern Arizona Governnent's
Organi zation to have the alignment as it is set forth
exactly on the proposed Legislative District plan at
this time. However, | think that there needs to be an

ATWOOD REPORTI NG SERVI CE
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principle, that it leads to certain other consequences,
other things follow that m ght not be as advantageous to
other interest groups, including the Navajo Nation, as
wel | as perhaps the entire citizenry in the State of
Arizona; the point being if that was not made the first
and driving principle of the Legislative District map.

I would like to move now to the issue of
amal gamati ons of the district proposal. There have been
statements nade that there are legal issues with regard
to the Navajo Nation's proposal with regards to packing.
We sinply don't believe that that is true. However, you
can receive guidance in Executive Session.

As | said previously, the Legislative
District Three will reinforce nunmbers. In the 2000
Census data, it indicates Native American popul ation of
75 percent. As indicated by supplenental information
provi ded by the Navaj o Nation, Navajo Nation information
for that, supplenental districts include Native American
popul ation of 77.7 percent, only 2.2 greater than
Legislative District Three now when infused with the
2000 Census infornation.

Finally, | would Iike to nove to the
Navaj o- Hopi i ssue.

As indicated by nenbers of the Commi ssion,

when -- what you do withnthe Congressional District
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m ght as well be with the Legislative District. | think
it's extremely inportant to address that matter. |'ve
heard statenents before that perhaps the first thing

whi ch was considered in the entire redistricting process
was the necessity of separating the Navaj o and Hopi .

There is no adjudicated requirenent for
the separation of Navajo and Hopi. That may conme from a
m sreadi ng of the Case Arizona for Fair Representation
vs. Symington. However, | would like to point out, and
a careful reading of that opinion will indicate that
that was the result of a settlement between the parties,
The Navajo Nation was not a party to that suit, and it's
inclusion within the Court's Native American conprom se
was not determ ned to be necessary in any fashion. You
can receive further advice about that.

It's not a requirement of the Voting
Ri ghts Act, not a requirement of Section Two of the
Voting Rights Act. | would like to stress that.

Wth regards to dilution, there is no
dilution or retrogression issue with regards to the Hopi
Nation under all of the | egal precedent which is set
forward. There is not a possibility of retrogression as
far as the Hopi Nation goes. As the Conmi ssion has
heard, as early as the past couple mnutes ago, there is

not the possibility of othexHopii Nation being a voting
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majority in either of the Congressional or a Legislative
District. That is not possible. And when the courts

|l ook to retrogression issues, they |ook to retrogression
of Hispanic interests and Native Anerican interests.

Bot h Navaj os and Hopis are Native
Americans, and they certainly share a | ot nore comon
interests on the basis of being Native Anmericans than
they are separated either by their past or their current
disputes in living so close together as two Native
Ameri can groups.

Further, there is no indication before
this Conmission, nor is there any indicated within the
record of the Arizona for Fair Representation vs.

Sym ngton case, which indicates that the Hopis as a
politically cohesive group vote differently than Navaj os
do. There nmay be an assunption that is the case. There
may be claims that is the case. However, there is no
proof of that. There is indication, however, within the
amcus brief filed in that case, in fact, Navaj os and
Hopi s in significant occasions, they vote the same way.

Political cohesiveness is what you are
|l ooking at. Unfortunately, with regard to those
matters, you don't have your necessary information to
look into that. Hopefully that information will be

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benefit of that.

Further, there is no information before
the Conmi ssion, significant information, on voting
regi stration between the Navaj os and Hopi s.

One thing | think would give relevancy is
review of maps. The only way to achieve contiguity for
Hopi in a district in Congressional or Legislative
separate fromthe Navajo Nation is by utterly abandoni ng
compact ness. Either have the current trunk that goes up
to the Hopi or you have the nmuch nore attenuated
urmbi | i cal cord which is set forth in the Northern
Arizona Congressional District as we saw this afternoon
And | woul d recommend agai nst such an abandonment of
conpactness. It is not necessary.

The Navajo Nation naintains it would not
be hel pful either to the Commission's efforts or to the
long-terminterests of the Navajo and Hopi people in
learning to live together nmore harmoniously in the
future

As was indicated, there is no possibility
of geographic separation of the Navajo people and Hopi
There's only the hope that Navajo and Hopi can learn to
live together nore harnoniously. There's certainly no
| egal requirement they be separated, but the Navajo
